GIVING NEW YEAR'S GIFTS.

The giving of New Yoar's gifts is a eustom
that han Joag been practically oleolete, but
In the olden days ¢lft giving on New Year's
was as strictly obscrved as on Christmas,
Like wiany of the Christmas enstoms, it was
ilerived from the Romans, among whom, at
one thue, tho day possessad the proud distine-
tion of Wwing the only one in the whalo year
on which gifts could be legelly demanded.

Among common New Year's gifts in the
early dayvs of England’s history wers oranges
stuck with cloves—oranses and cloves wero
great rarities then—glovis and pins to the
ladies, ete. The common gift from a tenant
to Lis landiord was a eapon, and Cowley, an
varly Engish poet, recognized this custom
when he wrate the lines:

When with low logs and In an humble gulse

He offered up & capon sacrifion

Unitor bis worship at the New Year's tide

Among the chiarncters in Ben Jonson's
“Mavque of Christins” is ' New Year's (Gift
in & blue cont, serving man like, with an
orangoe, anid a sprig of rosomary on his head,
his bt full of Lrooclhes, with a collar of
gingorbroad, his toreh beaver, earrying a
marchpane with a bottle of wine on either
arm."” Homethaes in the placo of gloves or
pins, dearer theo to the fominine heart, even,
than now, for they were costly and used only
by the rich, sums of money were given; hence
tho terms, still in common use, of “glove
money” amd “pin money ™ The bribing of
Judges was not st all uncommon in those
days, and money paid to the administrators
of the law was often caneealed in handsome
gloves presented as poXte olferings of friend-
shlp. Ouce when o lady of the nome of
Croaker went o pair of ploves to Sir Thomas
More lned with forty golden sovereigns that
Judge roturned the golil with a note in which,
*since it wero ngainst good manners to re-
fuse,” hor New Year's gift was acoepled,
“but as foe the lhining,” he went on, “[ ut-
terly reluse it 1t was the custom then to
make New Year's gifts in profusion to the
relgning sovereign, nnd lists of such gifts are
still religiously praserved,

Quenn Elizabeth recelved more New Year's |
